Ifcar# is a point of view shared by many, and undoubtedly related to 
the review of your article, that the writing of an article on geographic 
iatfldllgsace is not at all desirable or necessary, nor is it a subject 
Which can he developed logically into a full-fledged conceptual presenta- 
tion. It if the view of same that once geography has been defined, there 
Is little more to say than that geographic information and methodology 
is applied to problems of various sorts to provide the information 
needed by Intelligence officers, planners, etc. 

X have examined all of the comments received from the members of 
the <fft who were sent copies of your article for review. X find that 
these comments c onf irm ay opinion that the article does not present the 
nsture, scope, and role of geographic intelligence in terms of the current 
eemeqpt and therefore is not suitable for publication in "Studies in 
Xatelllgeace. fl from the public relations point of view, X also do not 
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want to 'be burdened with the probl ms of conflicting assies end con- 
cepts which ere raised as issues in. your article.
